For that it is moſt true 
that as none can be ſaid to be Rex fine Regns; ſo 
no Man can be ſaid to be Rex but in-Regno: There- 
fore, if a King of Scotland, coming as aforeſaid into 
England, if againſt the Laws of England he do of- 
fend, by thoſe Laws of England he muſt be tried, 
and by none other; for af quis delinguit, ibi puni- 
tur. And it is moſt ſure that we have diſpoſed of 
the Perſons of Kings of Scotland, coming into 
England, both living and dead; and if we may diſ- 


poſe of the Perſon of a King of Scotland, without 


the Confent of the Kingdom of Scotland, much 
more may we diſpoſe of the Perſon of a'King of 


England, he being now in England, without their 


Privity or Advice: But if they have any Power to 
diſpoſe of him, it is. becauſe they are either our 
Maſters or our Fellows: If they be our Maſters, 
let them ſhew the Time when they conquered us, 
or the Price for which we. were ſold; unto them: 


If they be our Fellows, why come they not to our 


Parliaments, why contribute they not to out Ne- 
ceſſities? But as it is apparent that they are two 
diſtin Kingdoms, governed by two diftin& Laws 
ſo they ought not to intermeddle one with another's 
Intereſt, but to content themſelves with what doth

Then they were demanded, What the meaning 
of that Clauſe was, wherein the Word a Severeign- 
ty was expreſſed? They ſeverally being called, one 
by one, anſwered, That the Letter being a joint 
Act of thoſe ſeveral Regiments, they could not 
give a punctual Anſwer, they being only Agents; 
ut if they might have the Queries in Writing, 
they ſhould ſend or carry them to the ſeveral Re- 


giments, and return their own Anſwers together 


with and comprized in the reſt. After all theſe 
Examinations, they were ordered to attend the 
Houſe upon Summons.

General Ludlow writes (4), * That after the read. 
ing of the Petition, ſome of the Members moved 
that the Meſſengers might be committed to the 
Tower, and the Petition declared ſeditious; but the 
Houſe, after a long Debate, ſatisfied themſelves to 
declare, That it did not belong to the Soldiery to 
meddle with Civil Affairs, nor to prepare or pre- 
ſent any Petition to the Parliament without the 
Advice and Conſent of their General, to whom 


they ordered a Letter to be ſent i deſire, for the 


future, his Care therein; with which acquainting

of him, and were not willing to ſhew their Teeth 


ſince they could do no more. The Debate continu- 
ed till late in the Night, and the Senſe of the Houſe 
was, That they ſhould be required to forbear the 
Proſecution of the ſaid Petition; but when the 
Houſe, wearied with long fitting, was grown thin, 


Mr. Denzil Holles, taking that Oppartunity, drew 


up a Reſolution upon his Knee, declaring the Pe- 
tition to be ſeditious, and thoſe Traitors who ſhould 
endeavour to promote it after ſuch a Day; and pro- 


miſing Pardon to all that were concerned therein, 
if they ſhould deſiſt by the Time limited. Some 
of us, fearing the Conſequence of theſe Diviſions, 
expreſſed our Diſſatisfaction, and went out; which 


gave others Occaſion to paſs two or three very ſharp 


Votes againſt theſe Proceedings of the Army.“ 


Lord Holles's own Account of the Matter runs 
thus (1): The Letter preſented to the Houſe, by the 
three Agitators before-mentioned, was an Ex- 


clamation againſt the Parliament ; falſe and un- 


true Complaints of Wrongs done to the Soldiers at 
Aſſizes in the Counties; a Proteſtation againſt the 
Iriſh Expedition, calling it a Deſign to break the 
— declaring, even if any of thoſe three Com- 
manders [ Fairfax, Cromwell, and Skippon] ſhould 
engage, their Adverſeneſs to it; tho Skippon was 
appointed by the Parliament to command in [re- 
land, and had accepted it; in plain Engliſh ſaying 
they would not diſband, nor receive any other Pro 
poſitions from the Parliament, till their Expecta- 
tions were ſatisfied. pn 
The three Agitators, being called into the 
Houſe, carried themſelves at the Bar in a light- 
ing braving Manner, refuſing to anſwer fuch Que- 
ſtions as the Speaker, by Order of the Houſe, aſked 
them; ſaying they were employed by the Army, 
and could not, without Leave from thence, diſcover 
any Thing. Many of the Members reſenting this 
high Aﬀont, were earneſt to have them ſeverely pu-

Ao. 13 4 I. niſhed; but the Party [the Independents] ſtood as 


ſtifly for them, inſomuch that the worthy Burgeſs 
of Newcaſtle, Mr. Warmouth, ſtood up and faid, 
He would have them committed indeed, but it 
ſhould be to the. beſt Inn of the Town, and good 
Sack and Sugar provided them; which was as ridi- 
culous as it was a bold and inſolent Scorn put upon 
the Parliament; at laſt even Mr. Skippon himſelf 
excuſed them, and ſaid, They were honeſt Men, 
and wiſhed they might not be too ſeverely dealt 
with; whereupon the Houſe flatted, let them 


without Puniſhment, and by Tameneſs — 
their Madneſs and Preſumption.” 


His Lordſhip proceeds to inform us, That when 
they had wrought this Feat, Sir Thomas Fairfax 
himſelf came to London, upon Pretence of takin 
Phyſick ; Cromwell, Treton, Fleetwood, and Rainſ- 
borough, who were Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons as well as principal Officers of the Army, 
kept the Houſe, that the Soldiers might be left to 
themſelves to fire the more, run up to Extreams, 
and put themſelves into a Poſture to carry on their 
Work of Rebellion with a high and violent Hand ; 
but inthe mean Time difclaimed theſe Proceedings, 
blaming the Soldiers at that Diſtance, (as Gromwel! 
did openly in the Houſe, proteſting, for his Part, 
he would ſtick to the Parliament) whilſt, under- 
hand, they ſent them Encouragement and Direc- 
tions; for nothing was done there but by Advice 
and Countenance from London, where the whole 
Buſineſs was fo laid, the Rebellion reſolved upon, 
and the Officers that were in Town fo deeply en- 
gaged, that when the full Time was come for 
putting Things in Execution, my Friend Crom- 
well, who had been ſent down by the Parliament 
to do good Offices, was come up again without 
doing any; and he who had made thoſe ſo- 
lemn public Proteſtations, with ſome great Impres ' 
cations. on. himſelf if he failed in his Performance, 
did, notwithſtanding, privily convey.: thence his 
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Goods (which many of the Independents likewiſe An. 23 Car. T,* 
did, * the City and Parliament as marked out 2947+ 
for Deſtruction); and then, without Leave of the April. 
Houſe (after fome Members miffing him, and fear- 
ing him gone, had moved to have him ſent for; 
whereupon he being, as it ſeems, not yet gone, and 
jying Notice of it, came and fhewed himſelf a 
little in the Houſe) did fteal away that Evening, I 
may ſay run away poſt, down to the Army.“ 


Lord Clarendon concurs with the two laſt Me- 
moralifts as to the Suſpicions concerning Cromwell, 
and the Intention of apprehending him, which he 
introduces in this Manner (m): 

© Cromwell, hitherto, carried himſelf with that 
rare Diffimulation (in which fure he was a very 
great Mafter) that he feem'd exceedingly incenſed 
againft this Inſolence of the Soldiers; was ſtill in 
the Houſe of Commons when any ſuch Addreſſes 
were made; and inveighed _— er the Pre- 
ſumption, and had been the Cauſe of the Commit- 
ment, of ſome of the Officers. He propoſed, 
That the General might be ſent down to the 
Army; who, he ſaid, would conjure down this 
© mutinous Spirit quick] : And he was ſo eaſi- 
ly believed, that he himſelf was ſent once or twice 
to compoſe the Army; where, after he had ſtaid 
two or three Days, he would again return to the 
Houſe, and complain heavily © of the great Licence 
that was got into the Army; that, for his own 
© Part, by the Artifice of his Enemies, and of thoſe 
© who deſired that the Nation ſhould be again im- 
© brew'd in Blood, he was render'd ſo odious unto 
them, that they had a Purpoſe to kill him, if, 
© upon ſome Diſcovery made to him, he had not 
© eſcaped out of their Hands.“ And, in theſe and 
the like Diſcourſes, when he ſpake of the Nation's 
being to be involved in new Troubles, he would 
weep bitterly, and appear the moſt afflicted Man 
in the World with the Senſe of the Calamities 
which were like to enſue. But, as many of the

tions, ſo his Hypocriſy could not longer be con- 


cealed. The moſt active Officers and Agitators 


were known to be his own Creatures, and ſuch 
who neither did, nor would do, any Thing but 
by his Direction. So that it was privately reſolv'd 
by the principal Perſons of the Houſe of Commons, 
that when he came the next Day into the Houſe, 
which he ſeldom omitted to do, they would ſend 


him to the Tower; preſuming, that if th 


ey had 
once ſever'd his Perſon from the Army, they ſhould 
eaſily reduce it to its former "Temper and Obedi- 
ence: For they had not the leaſt Jealouſy ot the 
General, Fairfax, whom they knew to be a Per- 
fect Preſbyterian in his Judgment; and that Crom- 
well had the Aſcendant over him purely by his 
Diflimulation, and Preteace of Conſcience and 
Sincerity. There is no doubt Fairfax did not 
then, nor long after, believe that the other had 
thoſe wicked Deſigns in his Heart againſt the King, 


or the leaſt Imagination of diſobeying the Parlia- 
ment. | 


This Purpoſe of ſeizing upon the Perſon of 


Cromwell, could not be carried fo ſecretly, but 
that he had Notice of it; and the very next Morn- 
ing after he had ſo much lamented his deſperate 
Misfortune in having loſt all Reputation, and Cre- 


dit, and Authority in the Army, and that his Life 
would be in Danger if he were with it z when the 
Houſe expected every Minute his Preſence, they 


were inform'd that he was met out of the Town 
by Break of Day, with one Servant only, on the 
Way to the Army; where he had appointed a 
Rendezvous of ſome Regiments ofthe Horſe, and 
from whence he writ a Letter to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, That having the Night before receiv'd a 
© Letter from ſome Officers of his own Regiment, 
© that the Jealouſy the Troops had conceiv'd of 
s him, and of his Want of Kindneſs towards them, 
© was much abated, ſo that they believ'd, if he 
would be quickly preſent with them, they would 
Dall in a mort Time, by his Advice, be reclaim'd:
